Two Die in 
Road Accidents 


Two Crows Nest Pass men, Ronald Gary 
Huesdens, age 25, of Hillcrest, and Stephan 
"Steve" Bobrosky, age 54, of Frank, died vio¬ 
lent deaths Saturday evening, October 10th, 
in motor vehicle mishaps. The two separate 
accidents happened on the No. 3 highway just 
over a mile apart, and in a space of less than 
five hours. 


The first accident occurred at 
around 6:45 p.m. when Mr. Bo¬ 
brosky was in collision with a car 
driven by 20-year-old Douglas 
Amatto, son of Mr. and Mrs. Rossi 
Amatto of Blairmore. 

Mr. Bobrosky was returning to 
his home in Frank, and was a 
passenger in a car driven by Jo¬ 
seph Svoboda of Frank. 

Mr. Bobrosky was let out of the 
Svoboda car on the south side of 
the highway, and was crossing 
the road to get to his home, when 
he was in collision with the car 
on the north side of the street. 

The Amatto car was proceeding 
from Bellevue to Blairmore in a 
westerly direction. The vehicle was 
occupied by driver Douglas Amat¬ 
to and a passenger, Miss Sharon 
Cole. 

The accident is being investi¬ 
gated by Frank village police and 
the RiCMIPolice. Coroner F. S. Rad¬ 
ford of Blairmore, has ordered ?n 
inquest into the death, but date 
has not been set as yet. 

The second accident happened 
about 11:40 p.m. on the No. 3 high¬ 
way at the eastern e?ctranTft!es or 

Blairiilore town limits. 

A 1964 two-door hard-top car, 
driven by Lyle Harvey, formerly 
of Bellevue, and now of Kimberley, 

B. C., was proceeding east, when 
the vehicle failed to negotiate a 
slight curve and rammed head-on 
into a telephone pole. 

Killed in the accident was Ron¬ 
ald Gary Huesdens, 25 years of 
age, only son of Mr. and Mrs. Pet¬ 
er Huesdens of Hillcrest. 

Other passengers in the car were 
Joseph Grigel of Bellevue, attend¬ 
ing school in Missoula, Mont., who 
was released from Crows Nest 
Pass Municipal Hospital Sunday; 
Joseph Buster Nastasi of Bellevue, 
and Ronald Ozar, formerly of Bel¬ 
levue, and now of Edmonton. 

Both men and Mr. Harvey are 
in the Crows Nest Pass Municipal 
Hospital, where they are being 
treated for shock, cuts, bruises 
and abrasions. The injured were 
all taken to hospital by Hall’s Am¬ 
bulance Service of Blairmore. 

Blairmore town police are in¬ 
vestigating the accident and Cor¬ 
oner F. S. Radford has ordered 
an inquest into the death, but the 
date has not been set. 

Alberta Government Telephone 
men were called out shortly after 
the accident to re-string wires and 
repair the telephone pole which 
was cut in half by the force of the 
impact when the car slammed into 
it. 

Prayers for Gary Huesdens were 
said in St. Cyril’s Catholic Church 
in Bellevue at 8:00 p.m. Monday, 
October 12th. Requiem High Mass 
was celebrated from St. Cyril’s at 
9:15 a.m. Tuesday, and interment 
followed in the Hillcrest Catholic 
cemetery. Rev. S. Henke offici¬ 
ated at the services. Fantin’s Hill¬ 
side Chapel was in charge. 

Gary, 25 yeans of age, was born 
in Hillcrest on June 20. 1939. He 
attended public school in Hillcrest 
and high school in Bellevue. 

He was employed as a grocery 
cleric at the IGA Store in Bellevue. 
He was of the Catholic Faith and 
was a member of the Hillcrest 
Miners’ Club. He is survived by 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Peter 
Huesdens at Hillcrest 
Prayers for the late Stephan 
Gordon Bobrosky were said in Fan- 
tin’s Hillside Chapel, Coleman, at 
7 p.m. Monday. Requiem High 
Mass was celebrated in St. Anne’s 
Catholic Church in Blairmore at 
11:30 am. Tuesday, by Dean P. 
A. Tessier and interment followed 
m the Blairmore Catholic ceme¬ 
tery. Fantin’s Hillside Chapel was 


in charge. 

Mr. Bobrosky, age 54 years, was 
bom in Michel, B. C., on April 2, 
1910. He attended school in Mi¬ 
chel, and in 1927 the family mov¬ 
ed Blairmore, where Mr. Bobros¬ 
ky worked in the West Canadian 
Collieries Mine. In 1932 the family 
moved to Frank where they took 
'over and operated the Frank Ho¬ 
tel when the business was sold. 

Since that time Mr. Bobrosky 
has worked at various occupations: 
—the last being with the Depart¬ 
ment of Highways bridge crew at 
Fort Macleod. 

He sustained an eye injury two 
years ago and has been on comp¬ 
ensation since. He was a member 
of the Blairmore Moose Lodge of 
Hillcrest, the Eagles Lodge of Mi¬ 
chel and the Blairmore Credit 
Union. 

He was predeceased by his father 
Mike at Frank in 1944 and his 
mother in Frank in 1939, and by a 
sister, Mrs. Tom (Annie) Kubik 
of Coleman in April of 1964. 

Surviving are a brother Joseph, 
formerly of Blairmore and now_at 
sparwooa, B. C., arid two sisters, 
Mrs. Joe (Veronica) Margetak and 
Mary, both of Frank.

partments. The purpose of this 
meeting would be to propose and 
discuss policy that will assist 
Government to better co-operate 
with the Pass area in the many 
and varied problems arising 


from time to time. 

This meeting will be held at 
Fort Macleod in the basement of 
the Palomino at 4:00 p.m. on 
October 29th. 

The Cabinet ministers in attend¬ 
ance will be the Hon. Messrs. A. 
J. Hooke, Russell Patrick, J. Me 
Kinnon, Harry Strom and the Hon 
Dr. J. Donovan Ross. 

Because of the future potential of 
the Crows Nest Pass area and the 
work necessary at the present 
time, which can be better dealt 
with on the unit area, it is essent¬ 
ial that all members of each par¬ 
ticular administration be in at¬ 
tendance. 

Following the meeting a dinner 
is to be tendered in the evening 
by the Government for all who are 
present at the meeting.

Mayor Pleased With 
Sewerage Vote 

Mayor John Holyk and ex-May- 
or Jack Ostash of Coleman, have 
expressed their satisfaction with 
/ the outcome of the voting in Cole¬ 
man October 14th, when a 73 9 
per cent majority of ratepayers 
voted in favor of council borrow¬ 
ing the sum of $260,000 to install a 
sewerage system to serve the town. 

Both men have expressed their 
feelings that this move by Cole¬ 
man citizens will attract more in¬ 
dustry and building for Coleman 
besides providing an optional ser¬ 
vice for the residents of the town. 

With the installation of the sew¬ 
age system a great many prob¬ 
lems that have continually faced 
council will be eliminated, and 
those citizens so affected will now 
be able to enjoy more modern 
conveniences in their homes. 

Coleman will be the first town 
in the Crows Nest Pass to enjoy 
sewage facilities as other towns 
have voted against their councils 
borrowing the necessary money for 
a sewage system. 

It is expected that work on the 
system will get underway as soon 
as preliminary arrangements are 
made. Cost of the system will be 
$260,000, and this loan wild be re¬ 
paid by issuing debentures to be 
repaid over a period of 25 years 
in semi-annual installments with 
interest not to exceed 7 per cent 
per annum. Plans, estimates and 
specifications have been prepared 
by the firm of Underwood, McLel- 
lan and Associates Ltd., consulting 
engineers of Galgary. 

Lively Election 
In Coleman 

John Hofyk, newly elected mayor 
of Coleman, will be taking over 

the reins of the newly elected 
council this month. 

A healthy interest in civic mat¬ 
ters saw 56.4 per cent of the eli¬ 
gible voters turn out on election 
day and 73.9 per cent voted in 
favor of the council borrowing the 
sum of $260,000 for the installation 
of a sewage system for the town.

Once upon a time organized business put 
up a good fight against excessive taxes. The 
Canadian Chamber of Commerce and the Ca¬ 
nadian Manufacturing Association made up 
strong representations on behalf of all tax- 
payers-large or small.

Farm groups and consumers 7 groups did 
not support them. Neither did the individual 
Canadian--those of us who are not organized.

Instead of Masks 
For Hallowe'en 

Hallowe’en night is a pretty ex¬ 
citing time for children. But, un¬ 
fortunately, it can be a dangerous 
time! With all the flurry and scur¬ 
ry of looking for “trick or treat” 
children neglect to “stop, look and 
listen” before crossing the street. 

“Accidents can be caused so 
easily, not only by the normal 
excitement of the evening, but by 
masks with small eye holes that 
obscure a child’s vision. Masks, 
too, sometimes slip, preventing 
freedom of sight. For this reason 
we recommend strongly that make¬ 
up, not masks, be used this Hal¬ 
lowe’en,” commented Dr. Douglas 
Grigg of Lethbridge, Public Rela¬ 
tions representative, Alberta Op- 
tometric Association. 

“Every year our newspapers 
carry stories of children running 
out in front of cars or falling up 
or down stairs because they simp¬ 
ly can’t see properly,” added Dr. 


Grigg. 

Small children will find make¬ 
up far easier to cope with than 
sliding masks. Older children will 
find they have more fun design¬ 
ing their make-up faces than they 
would ever have with ready-made 
masks. 

Alberta’s vision specialists point 
out that make-up masks are easy 
to use. All that is needed is cold 
cream, lipstick, talcum powder and 
that old favorite, brunt cork. If 
you want more dramatic faces, 
grease paint will do the trick. 

Wearing white — and plenty of 
it —is also urged by the Alberta 
Optometric Association as a Hal¬ 
lowe’en safety measure.

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C.N.I.B. To Host 
Blind African 
Student 

The Southern Alberta District 
Board of the Canadian National 
Institute for the Blind some time 


ago extended an invitation to the 
Royal Commonwealth Society for 
the Blind in London, England, to 
send a blind student from some 
lesser developed part of the Com¬ 
monwealth to visit Calgary. The 
purpose behind the invitation was 
to allow this student to work with 


the local C.N.I.B. personel for a 
period of several months so that he 
may learn at first hand of the com¬ 
plete service program of the In¬ 
stitute and also as to how a CNIB 
district operates. It is the hope of 
local CNIB officials that this will 
better equip the individual to re¬ 
turn to his home country to assist 
in developing their program for 
the blind. 

Arrangements have been final¬ 
ized recently for Mr. Obed Mwaba 
of Northern Rhodesia to arrive in 
Calgary where he will reside for 
the next six or seven months at 
the new CNIB residence at 1260 
Memorial Drive, East. After his 
stay in Calgary he will stop off at 
the Royal Commonwealth Society 
for the Blind office in London for 
three month administrative course 
prior to returning to Northern 
Rhodesia. 

Mr. Obed Mwaba was born at 
Mununga, Luapudaa Province some 
27 years ago. This is still a fairly 
primitive area and also a semi- 
tropical district where frost is un¬ 
known. The change to our Cana¬ 
dian climate therefore may be 
quite an adjustment for Mr. Mwa- 
ba. Obed lost his sight at the age 
of five and has received all of 
his school as a blind person. In 
1946 his mother enrolled him in 
Johnston Falls Mission School for 
the Blind where he attended until 
1955 and from 1955 to 1957 he at¬ 
tended Magwero School for the 
Blind where be gained his Stand¬ 
ard VI. Despite his blindness Obed 
was second in all the Easatern 
Province in his Standard VI ex¬ 
amination. Following this he took 
a course for teachers for the blind 
at Bwana Mkubwa and was ap¬ 
pointed to Kambow where he has 
been teaching ever since. 

While teaching the blind, Mr. 
Mwaba has continued to improve 
his own education through corre¬ 
spondence courses in Braille. 

Currently he is writing examina¬ 
tions to obtain his General Certifi¬ 


cate of Education which is the ap¬ 
proximate equivalent to a Cana¬ 
dian Senior Matriculation. 

Because of his interest in con¬ 
tinuing his studies, Mr. Mwaba 
a as chosen by the Koval Common¬ 
wealth Society for the Blind to 
take advantage of the invitation 
to spend several months at the 
CNIB Calgary office. 

Mr. Mwaba is a married man 
with two children and although 
he does not look forward to the 
long separation from his family, 
he is willing to make this sacri¬ 
fice to better himself. He is an 
ardent Braille reader and prefers 
serious reading rather than light 
material. He is bringing with him 
several of his Braille text books 
so that he may continue to study 
them while in Canada. In North¬ 
ern Rhodesia he has been very 
active in both church circles and 
the League of the Blind. He is 
fond of music, both African and 
Western and speaks English very 
well. 

This is the first time that a 
blind student from some other part 
of the world has been invited to 
spend a lengthy period in a CNIB 
district office for experience, al¬ 
though last winter another blind 
African from Kenya did spend 
about five months at the CNIB 
National Office in Toronto where 
he participated in a special course 
which is normally given to CNIB 
personnel. Transportation costs 
for Mr. Mwaba have been arrang¬ 
ed in Northern Rhodesia while the 
CNIB will provide him with board 
and room, etc., while in Calgary. 
The Calgary Downtown Lions drib 
who have assisted the CNIB fi¬ 
nancially to erect their new centre 
will be providing Mr. Mwaba with 
any out of pocket expenses during 
his stay.

PATRIOTISM 

(By M. G. Hannaford) 

As one whose touch on the na¬ 
tion’s pulse is probably the most 
sensitive, what, in your opinion, 
is happening to our patriotism? 

Take, for example, this vexed 
squabble about “a distinctive Ca¬ 
nadian Flag” — what do these 
pasky Pearsonites want, and WHY? 

All Canada, so we bear it whis¬ 
pered. The moon? Perhaps. Unde 
Sam and the Soviets are after it. 
The fleur de lis, which the Que- 
becois prate about so blithely finds 
on honored place on the Red En¬ 
sign, but is conspicuously absent 
from the maple leaf design. By 
Order-in-Couneil PC 5888 the Red 
Ensign was authorized as “A Dis¬ 
tinctive Canadian Flag”, and is 
so recognized the world over. 

The disturbing element for a new 
flag stems mainly from a conspir¬ 
acy of non-Canadians who have 
set themselves to wreck Canada 
and the whole Commonwealth. 

I have read a great many of the 
letters on the flag appearing in 
the press; also the Hansard de¬ 
bates, but I have yet to discover 
one solitary cogent business-like 
reason WHY the new flag should 
supplant the Ensign. The burden 
of the Liberal speeches reads like 
the yammerings of a three-year-old 
yelling for a new toy, “I want, I 
want. Gimme, etc.” ad nauseam. 
The maple leaf, admittedly beauti¬ 
ful, has no spiritual significance 
whatsoever — absolutely nothing to 
inspire patriotism or anything to 
revere the memory of Canada’s 
founding ancestors, but the Ensign 
is firmly established on the cross 
of Christ and three flags repre¬ 
senting England, Scotland and 
Ireland. 

It is the glory of a nation to 
display its honors won on the bat¬ 
tlefield. On this account alone it 
serves as a relic of the memory 
of the thousands of gallant Frencb- 
Ganadians who sleep in Flanders 
fields and elsewhere. 

Breathes there the man who 
would disgrace that sacred herit¬ 
age by substituting a design ut¬ 
terly devoid of the essential dis¬ 
tinctions which the Ensign so amp¬ 
ly and worthily exhibits? No oth¬ 
er emblem is so well qualified to 
serve as Canada’s ambassador to 
the world. 

To those who would shirk this 
filial duty and divorce their aJ- 
ltgiaace to set up their own stand¬ 
ard of government, the words of 
Sir Walter Scott incisively apply: 

"The wretch concentred all m 
self /. . . shah go down to the 
vile dust from whence he sprung 
— unwept, unhonored and un¬ 
sung." 

And I believe that Shakespeare 
would add a friendly caution — 
“Let no such man be trusted”. 

So let us keep the Red Ensign 
waving majestically as it deserves 
and honor its symbolism in our 
national life.
